INDEPENDENT CLAIM 1 

The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1) PCT, because 
the subject-matter of claim 1 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 
Document D1 discloses (the references in parenthesis applying to this document): 

Semi-trailer (see fig. 4) which comprises a chassis (1 ) with at least two supporting 
longitudinal runners, connected to each other by means of cross connections (see 
figures), and two or more single or double wheels (8) whereby the longitudinal 
runners are situated on the side edges of the chassis (1) at a distance from each 
other which is larger than the lateral distance between the wheels (8), and 
whereby every wheel (8) is fixed independently of the other wheels (8) on the 
chassis by means of two parallel supporting arms (1 1 ,12, fig. 2) which are hinged 
at their far ends (see claim 1 , paragraphs 24-27). 

The subject-matter of claim 1 is therefore not new. 

DEPENDENT CLAIMS 2-5 

Dependent claims 2-5 do not contain any features which, in combination with the 
features of any claim to which they refer, meet the requirements of the PCT in 
respect of novelty and/or inventive step (Article 33(2) and (3) PCT). All these 
features are either shown explicitly in or derivable from document D1 (see figures 
1-4). 

DEPENDENT CLAIMS 6,7 

The combination of the features of dependent claims 6 and 7 (i.e. including claim 
5) is neither known from, nor rendered obvious by, the available prior art.
